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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the application filed 12/02/99 
Claims 1-35 have been examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to^a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1-9,12-13,18-30, and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Alcorn et al. USPN 6,263,498 Bl hereinafter Alcorn 



Regarding claim 1, Alcorn shows, creating a data file using a programming development 
environment on a computer system, comprising the steps of building a program to represent data file 
[5:34-39], compiling into a software executable [8:45-46], and running the executable to generate the 
datafile.[8:53-58]. 

Regarding claim 2 according to claim 1, whereby the program is built by linking a plurality 
of development components [5:36-39], 

Regarding claim 3 according to claim 2, whereby at least one component comprises 
characteristic data file information [6:15-20, see DAP(data access part) client bean and server bean 
and JDBC(java database connectivity)]. 

Regarding claim 4 according to claim 3 whereby, on running the executable, at least one 
compiled component outputs its respective data file information into the data file. [6: 20-22,see 
JDBC]. 
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Regarding claim 5 according to claim 4 whereby, on running the executable, at least one 
compiled component creates a file output stream and writes its respective data file information to the 
output stream. [6: 20-22, see JDBC, receiving, sending, requesting, accessing, outputting, are 
inputting, are forms of data manipulation which is inherent using JDBC]. 

Regarding claim 6 according to claim 4 whereby, on running the executable, at least one 
compiled component causes another component to output its respective data file information into the 
data file. [6: 44-48 see method invocation between Dap client and server] 

Regarding claim 7 according to claim 2 wherein at least one development component 
comprises a graphical icon for a visual development graphical user interface. [6: 44-48, see GUI 
bean]. 

Regarding claim 8 according to claim 2 wherein the development components are Java beans. 
[6:44-48, see GUI bean]. 

Regarding claim 9 according to claim 2 wherein the development components comprise a 
main component and a sub-component [6: 44-48, see client bean and server bean]. 

Regarding claim 12 according to claim 2 whereby the program is compiled by generating an 
executable component from each development component and linking the executable components 
together. [5:36-39]. 

Regarding claim 13 according to claim 12 whereby, on running a first executable component, 
data file information from the first executable is output before running the next and subsequent 
executable components. [6:5-10, see server object invoked from client object, during data access]. 
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Regarding 29 see reasoning in 12. 
Regarding 30 see reasoning in 13. 
Regarding 3 5 see reasoning in 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

ClaimslO, 1 1,27, & 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Alcorn 
et al. USPN 6,263,498 Bl as applied in claim 9 hereinafter Alcorn in view of Timbol USPN 
6,237,135 Bl. 

Regarding claim 10, Alcorn discloses all the claimed limitations per claim 9. Alcorn doesn't 
explicitly disclose a form. However, Timbol does disclose a form designer within a component based 
development environment [Timbol,3 : 1 9] Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify Alcorn with Timbol to implement the 
claimed invention because, form designers make component based building more user friendly. 



Regarding claim 1 1 according to claim 10 wherein the sub-component represents a text field 
on the form. 

[see dialog boxes, also see Jbuilder which has forms, text field in it's component pallete 
8:61-65].

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Claims 14-17,31-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Alcorn 
USPN 6,263,498 as applied in claim 1, in view of Davidson et al. USPN 6,083,276 hereinafter 
Davidson. 

Alcorn discloses all the claimed limitations per claim 1. Alcorn doesn't explicitly disclose 
data file comprising mark-up information. However, Davidson does disclose data file comprising 
mark-up information [4: 50-52]. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to modify Alcorn with Davidson to implement the claimed 
invention because, mark up information has the flexibility and simplicity of to provide the syntactic 
framework for configuring component based applications. [Davidson 4: 13-15]. 

Regarding claim 15 according to claim 14, wherein the mark-up information comprises XML 
[Davidson, 4: 50-52]. 

Regarding claim 16 according to claim 1 wherein the data file is for interpretation by a third 
party computer system. [Davidson 3:5]. 

Regarding claim 17 according to claim 16 Alcorn further discloses wherein the third party 
computer system comprises a dialogue management system for a computer telephony system, 
[dialogue management systems is interpreted as Alcorns RMI, and CORBA feature with carries out 
inter-communication between clients Alcorn,5: 47-55]
